SENATOR KENNEDY AND FAIR PLAY 
Senator John F. Kennedy's speech, last week, before the 


Rotary Club of Chattanooga, Tennessee, is one that should! 


be read by every person interested in industrial development 
and fair play. 

The Senator was speaking of the practices of some South- 
ern states, and other places as well, in issuing tax free bonds 
to build plants to which private enterprise will be attracted, 
and of other practices of a similar nature, such as subsidizing 
an industry by not taxing it for a number of years, in return 
for moving into a given area. 


While the Senator was speaking about the seven 


Southern states that have these practices, they are more wide ;, 


spread than that. Right here in New England there are com- 
munities that have* similar practices, practices which have 
been condemned, among others, by Dean C. Cushing, Towy 
Manager of Wilmington. 

One particular item, which the Senator cited, was the case 
of a Southern town with a population of 10,000. ‘This town, 
up to February 1952, had issued 26 million dollars in municipal 
bonds, for private enterprise, and is now planning another 
issue of 25 million dollars. Such would constitute a debt of 
$5,000 plus for every man, woman and child in the community. 
In addition, these tax free bonds are robbing honest cities and 
towns, and honest industries, who pay their taxes. This 
means that this particular town is‘forcing the entire United 
States to help subsidize its industries. 

Speaking of this, the Senator said: “Industries thus at- 
tracted are migrants, not new enterpris Their home of- 
fices are generally not in Tennessee, but in New York, Boston, 
or elsewhere. Once having accepted tax benefits and a few 
years of heavy profits, they may move again, leaving your 
community with empty buildings, stranded workers, and a 
heavy bond issue.” 

The Senator has made a very good point, and one which 


|certainly cannot be called “sour grapes” just because he has 


come from Massachusetts. Honest industries, which pay their 
own way, have unfair competition from such dishonest 
practices. 

There is an axiom that is as old as the hills, which says 
that “Cheap money will always drive hard money out Tt 
refers to such a situation as we had int the United, States after 
the Civil War, when the greenbacks drove out the gold dollar, 
and thus started the trail to the panic of Grant’s administra- 
tion, The axiom can be paraphrased, by substituting the word 
“industry” for “money” and it will be just as true. 

A man or industry which abides by the rules of fair play 
will.always find it most diffieult. to compete with industries 
of the type of whieh the Senator spoke.

THE NEW POSTOFFICE 


During the last fortnight, the 
construction of the new postoffice. 


‘in Wilmington square, has begun. 


Located in the “drug store” block, 
it is replacing part of the building 
which burned down several years 


‘ago. Contractor is Garnet Mills, well 


known contractor of this town, and 
owner is A. Melville Woodside, 

The building itself is to be of first 
class construction, with a brick 
front, and capable of having a sec~ 
ond story added, in future years. 
| An inspection of the foundatioo 

f the old building reveals that 
some of the stones used came from 
the old Boston and Lowell railroad. 
When the Boston and Lowell was 
laid, in 1833-35, the engineers used 
the British system, including the 
usd of stone “sleepers” instead of 
|wooden ties, as the Baltimore and 
jOhio railroad was doing. These 
sleepers were of two sizes, one a- 
bout 18 inches long, and the other 
about four and one half feet long. 
The portion of the sleeper which 
came in contact with the rail was 
smoothed off, and holes drilled, 
into which the spikes were driven., 
| The railroad soon found that the 
Passengers were complaining about 
the rough jolting ride, because of 
the stone sleepers, and it shortly 
pulled them all out, and substituted 
wooden ties instead. 

They were left beside the track, 
and many a resident of the towns 
along the right of way of the Bos-, 
ton and Lowell railroad ased these 
pieces of granite, when laying foux.- 
dations for homes or barns. Such 
was the case when Joseph Ames 
built the building which was after- 
wards known as Hudson’: store. 
At least three of the sleepers can 
be seen in the found: , two of 
them being plainly visible in the” 
back of the building,

MAKE THIS A SAFE 
CHRISTMAS 

Arthur J. Boudreau, fire chief of 
Wilmington has expressed his hopes 
that the people of Wilmington will 
have a most joyous and safe Christ 
mas. The Chief has extended the 
following precautions and thoughts, 
about fire prevention, during the 


{Christmas holidays. 


Christmas trees are very damma- 
ble, and aricreasingly so as the seas- 
on progresses. Pesple may have 
their trees treaged, with a firs res- 
istant application, by bringiag 

to the Wilmington fire station, Th 
station will be open for this pur- 
pose from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. every 
day, and the tree may be left at 
other reasonable hours, for later 
treatment. The only charge will be 
twenty five cents, to cover the cost 
of the materials used. 

The best tree is a freshly cut one, 
sawed off at an, angle, about one 
inch above the original cut, and stood 
in a container which contains water. 
The ‘water should be kept above 
the cut, with more water being add-

pose. 
The location of ‘the tree 1s most 
important, and caution should be 
taken relative to blocking the means 
of egress, keeping the tree in a 
cool part of the house, and away 
from sources of heat. An inspection 
of the strings of colored lights, to 
guard against defects and frayed 
cords is most advisable, and at the 
same time make sure that the elec- 
trical circuits in the house are 
guarded by 15 ampere fuses, When 
the needles start falling, it is time 
to_take the tree down, 
Trees which are to be used in 
public buildings must have an ap- 
plication of the fire-resistant mat- 
erial. 
The use of paper or cotton, for 
decorations, on or around the tree, 
is not advised. Paper streamers or 
similar materials should be of the 
flame proof variety, and so indic- 
ated on the decoration. 
Good judgement should be used 
in selecting toys for the children 
Each gift should be closely exam- 
ined to be sure that it does not con- 
tain any inflammable fluids, com- 
pounds, gases or explosive material.

VIRUS DISEASE CUTS 
RABBIT POPULATION 


Virus disease of animals usually 
are regarded as “probt-robbers” on 
the farm, but Australian farmers 
are encouraging the spread of one 
disease. 

Veterinary medical authorities re- 
port that officially supervised myxo- 
matosis virus is being used to re- 
duce the rabbit pests in Australia, 
The disease has caused a 90 per 
cent reduction of the rabbit pop- 
ulation in some sections of the 
country, enabling thousands of 
square miles of sandy soil grassland 
te be used for sheep grazing again. 
The areas affected have been kept 
practically bare by rabbits since, 
the animals were introduced in the 
1880's. But the three-year program 
to spread the disease has opened 
the way for raising “tens of millions” 
imore sheep, authorities said.

LEPTOSPIROSIS 

Is SPREADING 

to NEW AREAS 
One of the newest major disease 
threats to the nation’s beef, dairy 
and swife industries, leptospirosis, 


has spread to new areas of the West|}, 


Coast, veterinary medical authori- 
ties said today. 

Reporting in the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation, veterinary scientists ut 
the State College of Washington 
told of new outbreaks in areas where 
the disease was not suspected before. 

Cattle raisers reported a sudden 
rise in breeding failers in their herds, 
authorities said. An examination 
showed the losses could not be ex- 
plained by brucellosis or vibriosis 
outbreaks, Then extensive Tabor- 
atory tests demonstrated the diease 
was leptospirosis, the report said. 
Leptospirosis, a rare condition only 
five years age, now has been report- 
ed in cattle in at least 40 states and 
in all major swine raising areas of 
the nation, authoriti i 
disease can “mimic” other condi- 
tions, making diagnosis difficult, 
they pointing to the similar- 
rity of the West Coast outbreaks 
to brucellosis losses: 

Antibiotics have been used with 
some success in treating animals 
during early stages of the disease, 
while blood transfusions have 
helped in the late stages.

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ROTARIANS HEAR TALK 
ON LAW ENFORCEMENT 


Speaker at the weekly luncheon 
of the Rotary Club of Wilmington, 
last Wednesday, was Atty, Frank 
Walters, principal assessor for the 
town of Wilmington, Mr. Walters, 
a former Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of Massachusetts spoke of some 
of his experiences with that office. 

There were 22 assistants to the 
Attorney General, when I served 
there, under the late Robert Bush- 
nell. ‘These assistants serve in yar- 
jous capacities, under the direction 
of: Attorney General. 

The Attorney General of Massa- 
chusetts is the principal law en- 
forcement officer of the Common- 
wealth, and he also has an import- 
ant duty, in giving official opin- 
ions of the laws of the Common- 
wealth. As such, his opinion is law, 
until such a time as it may be over- 
ruled by a Supreme Court decis- 
ion. Three of four of the assistants 
are always working on “opinions” 
and devote themselves solely to this 
duty. Another duty of the Attorney 
General is to approve or disapprove 
of all by-laws, of the towns and 
cities of the Contmonwealth, as they 
are passed. 

One of the functions of the At- 
torney General's office, of which 
the public has little knowledge, per- 
tains to the “escheat” cases. Bank 


accounts which have been dormant 
for 30 years, people who die 
leaving no heirs, and trust ac- 


counts, in which the trustees have 
died come under this provision. Al- 
though trust funds generally have 
a provision by which the trustees 
shall appoint other persons to take 
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their places, this provision is often 
overlooked, - with the result that 
‘large sums of money are tied up, 
iwith no control over the money.

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 


The wide community served by 
Winchester Hospital is indicated by 
statistics in. the Hospital's annual 
report for the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1953, showing that of 4094 
patients admitted 2897,- or nearly 
three-fourths, were from towns 
other than Winchester. The total 
of towns represented ran to a total 
of 121. 

President Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., 
of the Hospital’s board of directors 
reports a net operating loss for the 
year of $61,779.71. This resulted 
largely from the inability of the 
Hospital to pperate to full capacity 
during the entire year because of 
extensive remodelling work making 
many beds unavailable for regular 
use, 

Mr, Hood states that funds in the 
hands of the Hospital's trustees in- 
creased by $63,428.61 during the fis- 
cal year, bringing the total to 
$342,285.67. Explaining that the en- 
dowment funds have been set up on 
a basis of shares similar to an op- 
en-end trust. he pointed out that 
this permits the trustees to operate 
the total endowment funds as one 
account and thus spread the risks 
and profits equitably among all the 
funds. 

New gifts received during the 
year included the following; $50,000 
from Jere A. Downs, $5,974 from 
Elizabeth Downs Wadsworth, $1,000 
each from Howard Torrey and 
Charles F, Dutch.
